the Equalization Board shall be taken 
to the Chancery Court of Pulaski Coun- 
ty. 
The Chancery Court shall 
try 
any such 
cause 
de novo. 
Either 
party may appeal from any adverse 
decision of the Chancery 
Court 
to 
the Supreme Court of Arkansas where 
it shall be heard do novo on the rec- 
ord. 
SECTION 7. The Governor shall ap- 
point three resident electors as mem- 
bers uf the Board of Equalization, 
who shall respectively serve, as de- 
termined 
by lot, four, 
eight 
and 
twelve years from the date of their 
appointment, and shall appoint a suc- 
cessor of each, who shall serve for 
a term of twelve years; which ap- 
pointments, including appointments In 
the event of a vacancy, shall be 
subject to confirmation by the Sen- 
ate. 
The members may be impeached 
or removed from office as provided 
by Article 13 oi the'Constitution. 
SECTION 8. The fetal expenditure 
for any year for all purposes by any 
county, city, incorporated 
town 
or 
school district, shall not exceed the 
amount of the budget for that year, 
or the amount of revenue, whichever 
is lesser. 
Except as may be necessary 
to 
satisfy outstanding valid bonds, no ad 
valorem tax shall be 
levied 
upon 
property by anyf jounty, 
city, 
in- 
corporated town or school district un- 
til a budget has been approved by 
a majority of the qualified electors 
voting upon the issue. 
The budget 
shall not be submitted for approval 
or rejection at an 
election 
except 
after public notice and hearing with 
respect to the amount thereof, if the 
proposed budget is approved, the tax 
rate certified shall be that which is 
necessary to provide the required net 
amount after deducting available bal- 
ances and 
funds 
forthcoming 
from 
other sources, ft the proposed budget 
tor any year is rejected, then the 
expenditures for the preceding year 
shall constitute the budget and the tax 
rate certified shall be that which Is 
necessary to provide the lequired net 
amount after deducting available bal- 
ances and fund" forthcoming from other 
sources.
